Working in the Vacation Bible 
school made me realize for the 
first time in my life my small 
knowledge and understanding of 
life. The little deeds of children 
fully reveal the inborn best quali- 
ties of humanity; and, I hesitated 
to step further in fear of the great 
responsibility of helping the child- 
ren to know the value of these 
inborn characteristics.

One 
morning when Mr. Woo was sick, 
I entered the junior class room 


alone. As usual, the children

began the class by telling them that illness had prevented Mr. Woo’s being with us. At the 
very end of my last word, a very small voice, from the far corner of the room, said. “Miss 
Tien, may we today pray particularly for Mr. Woo’s illness?” I recognized Rose’s voice. 
She was a very shy girl who was usually so quite that the class almost forgot her pre- 
sence. My eye met hers. Her bright eyes were no longer self conscious but full of tender- 
ness and earnestness, for she knew what Mr. Woo meant to the class and to her. 


During the Bible school we gave each child once a week an ice-cream sucker con- 
tributed by Hazelwood. It was a touching moment to see the children enjoy having the 
suckers for their little selves. But it was more to learn that many children tried to hide 
the sucker under the desk which they thought was a place cool enough to keep it from 
melting. Like most children, they loved -to taste the icy sucker; but in their little hearts 
they wanted to share the sucker with their mothers; they know that their mothers work- 


ed day and night for the whole household. These little children’s first thought was 
“mother.” 
Through them, I see the beauty of mankind—purity, understanding, and love. Such 


insight into the reasoning of little children led Jesus to say in Luke 18:16-17: “But Jesus 
called them unto him and said, Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid them 
not: for of such is the kingdom ef God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not re- 
ceive the kingdom of God as a little child shall in no wise enter therein.”

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THE CHING YUN Honor Society 


On July 2, in the afternoon previous tothe Commencement Day this year, the initial 
meeting of the Ching Yun Honor society was held in the library of the University. Five 
new members initiated were Chen Tze-Yien, major in education, 1947; Yu Hwei-Feng, major 
in sociology, 1947; Tong Ten-Yen, major in English, 1947; Wu Yi-Chien, major in chemistry, 
1947; and Bien Tze-Nien, major in business, 1948. 


Two years ago, seeing the necessity of establishing an institution to stimulate the 
scholastic spirit, an attitude of research, and more ambition for constructive professional 
progress among the faculty members and alumni of this University, a committee was ap- 
pointed by the school authorities to work out plans for the Ching Yun Honor society. Only 
recently have these plans been complete and the organization formulated. The charter 
members are: Henry H. Lin, T. L. Ling, C. C. Chen, Stewart Yui, S. C. Djen, C. S. 
Wong, J. B. Hipps, Victor Hanson, C. H. Westbrook, N. K. Tong, C. K. Djang, H. Cheng, W 
T. Chu, Inabelle Coleman, Elizabeth Knabe. S.S. Tsai, Sterling Beath, H. H. Snuggs, and 
Woodrow Ching. 

The officers of the Ching Yun are: chairman—C, C, Chen; secretary—W. T. Chu; trea- 
surer—H. H. Snuggs; business manager—N. K. Tong; and executive committee member- 
at-large—Stewart Yui. 

Membership to the Society is by unanimous secret ballot vote of the members at the 
annual meeting. Qualifications for membership are as follows: (A) any professor or assist- 
ant professor who has served in the University for more than three years will be eligible 
for membership provided he or she qualifies for one of the three qualifications below: (1) 
a master’s degree, (2) membership of other scholastic honor societies, and (3) having 
made outstanding scholastic contributions. (B) any graduate of this University will be 
eligible for membership provided he or she acquires one of the three qualifications below: 
(1) any graduate after the year 1946 who has made more than 90 in his or her average 
grades during the four years and who is interested in scholastic studies, (2) any graduate 
previous to the year 1946 who has the qualification as above stated, and (3) any graduate 
who has made outstanding scholastic contributions. 

With the establishment of this Society, it is hoped that the spirit of research and 
scholastic progress in this University will be fostered.

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During the scholastic year of 1947-48, the Shanghai Spectator turned out 
nine issues at non-periodical intervals. As a school publication in a foreign lan- 
guage it serves as a laboratory of American journalism and enhances the relation- 
ship between the student body and the faculty as well as between the alumni and 
their Alma Mater. 


* After five years of suspension due to circumstances beyond control, the 
‘ Shanghai Spectator staged a timely comeback at Christmas, 1946. Miss Tong Ten 

Yen, the first editor-in-chief after the restoration, displayed great ability in under- 
= taking the hard job of turning out four issues during the scholastic year of 1946- 
s 47. Under the guidance of Miss Inabelle G. Coleman, the editorial adviser, and 
Mr. William Sun, the financial adviser, the Shanghai Spectator gradually regain- 
ed its pre-war standards and even threatened to excel them. 


In the fall of 1947, upon the beginning of another prospective year, a new 
staff was organized with Miss Lue Pei Ing as the editor-in-chief and Robert Wong 
as the business manager. Under the personal interest of President Henry H. Lin, 
the nine issues of the paper were published during the year withouc cost to the 
students. Besides maintaining its standard in news coverage, the Spectator, as it 
has been fondly called, also presented numerous features of human interest. 


The Spectator has just closed its sixth volume and we take pride in looking 
both backward and forward to the important role it has played and is going to play 
in the annals of this University. For this we must thank our advisers, the staff 
members, the faculty, the whole student body, and the alumni for their apprecia- 
tion, co-operation, and constructive criticisms.

“The interest of Chinese students in drama is noteworthy. They like to see 
and hear plays, but they like better to act on the stage themselves.” This is what 
Dr. Huizinga wrote in the preface of “The Best Long Plays.” 


The dramatic performances did echo the happiest moment in college life. 
Not only did the few hours on the illuminated stage often fill the actor’s mind 
with glorious dreams, but the busy days of choosing plays, rehearsals, preparing 
costumes, and selling tickets also were their times of high spirits. 


The English Dramatic club has always been one of the busiest activities un- 
der the English Literary club though the English plays were usually 
not as popular as the Chinese plays in our college. When I trace back to our fresh- 
man year, the year when Shanghai was. still under the military control of the 
Japanese, plays in English dialogue were strictly forbidden to be presented. I re- 
member very well how, under the guidance of Mrs. Chow, we selected a few 
scenes from famous novels and produced them secretly in our homes. We made 
our own costumes and prepared refreshments for our guests, a small group of 
selected and refined lovers of literature. 


We celebrated, the coming of peace ay prose Rachel Crothers’s “He and 
She.” It is to some extent a problem play, dealing ¥% “married women's careers. 
At that time we had a ranger audience, borrowed costumes and scenery. 


The moving back to the campus stimulated in the hearts of the players a de- 
sire to produce plays more advanced in quality and length, Under the directorship 
of Miss Elizabeth Knabe, plays were given in the chapel, auditorium, and Biology 
garden in rapid succession. . Actors were no longer limited to a small group of stu- 
dents. 


Not until the beginning of 1948, was a serious long tragedy of four acts pro- 
duced. We chose Arthur W. Pinero’s “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.”” Paula, the 
leading heroine of the play, (successfully presented by Miss Lue Pei-Ing) was a 
woman of unhappy experiences of love affairs in her past life. Trying to rescue her 
step-daughter from the grasp of a villian, she was hated by all the family and fin- 
ally sought refuge in death. Never before had we spent so much time and energy 
for a single performance. The, success of the performance. inspired us to take 
more advanced steps. In the following term, we attempted to give “The Mid-Sum- 
mer Night’s Dream.” Unfortunately. we found difficulty in carrying out the plan. 


If the whole development of University English dramatics culminates in 
the production of a long play, then the plays produced during the post-war period 
are only the “rising actions,” or it may be compared to a big tree and its relations

Despite the fact that our University has been one of the first to introduce 
ecoeducation ‘in China, the attitude which the boy and girl students assume toward 
each other is by no means very commendable. They seem to be so absurdly 
conscious of their differences, that they never mix as freely as they should. 
Sometimes even after being introduced they will prefer to pass each other on 
the very next morning as if they are complete strangers. 


Does this mean that they are not interested in each other? Oh, no! Far 
from that! At least, the boys are very, very interested in the girls. 


One of the most popular topics among the boys is girls. They talk about 
girls, joke about girls, tease each other” about girls, and, of course, dream about 
girls. Everywhere you go, you hear more or less the same kind of talk, the same 
kind of joke. It is always girls—girls idolized, eulogized, and catapulted to 
heaven in one mowers and castiontes) geri and knocked down to earth in 
another, j 


That is not all. Some even go so far as to — the girls the subject of 

a. special. research, classifying them according to appearance, poise, manners, 

height, weight, features, etc., in the most amazingly scientific manner imagin- 

able. What for? That the "result may be used as a basis for action when time 

is ripe. And occasionally, too, a boy “hooks” the girl of whom he has made a 
profound study beforehand. Shocking, is it not?, But it is true, nevertheless. 


Now, you will ask, since the boys are so interested in the girls. how is it 
that their relationship is so awkward and unnatural as depicted in the opening 
paragraph? The boys alone, you will argue, will be able to produce enough 
action to enliven the whole campus. The answer to this is not difficult to find. 


There is a fundamental error in their mental attitude towards the girls. 
It is this: they do not see girls as they are, but as possible candidates for their 
love interest. So they are not at all eager to know the girls in whom they have 
no interest. In short, they make up their minds before proceeding to make 
friends. 


Apart from the possibility of making a fallacious judgment and suffering 
the consequence thereof, such an attitude has a decided disadvantage in the 
numerical sense, because one can have only one lover at a time; whereas, he 
can have a hundred friends all at once. If a boy is concerned only with love- 
making, he will naturally give all his attentions to one particular girl, while com- 
pletely ignoring all others: This would mean that he is depriving himself, un- 

, of a great many friends whose wisdom, talents, and friendship might 
be of great value to him. To me, this seems to be a very questionable means of 
making one’s way into the world. 


Another result that grows out of the erroneous mental attitude is the 
development of a completely bigoted and misleading idea towards the boy-and- 
girl relationship by assuming that people cannot become really great friends 
except as lovers. Hence, a great deal of fuss is usually made about nothing. For 
instance, if a boy is seen with a girl, rumors will immediately fly around to the 
effect that the boy is after the girl. Often, this will complicate a hitherto simple 
matter, because the boy will have to cut the girl to avoid being made the sub- 
ject of gossips, or to stick it out, braving the consequence of being cut by all 
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other girl friends. As a result people who entertain no ultra motives, will 
hesitate to make friends with the opposite sex; whereas, those with definite ambi- 
tion will go about their tasks with surety and singleness of purpose. That ex- 
plains why there are quite a number of lovers in our University, but not many 
friends. 


Personally, I consider this situation none too complimentary to our-Univer- 
sity, which as pointed out in the opening paragraph, was the first to introduce 
coeducation in China. Of course, there is nothing strange or improper about 
boys and girls falling in love. But such thing should come only in proper course 
and after long friendship. It would noi be right to make up one’s mind even 
before an acquaintance can be established. Like everything else in life, one of 
the most important element in a proper boy-and-girl relationship is fairness— 
fairness to oneself and to the other party. To be fair, they should have no pre- 
determined ideas and should always allow each other every chance to make the 
best choice. That will require them to make many friends without definitely 
committing themselves to anyone. The present love-or-no-business attitude which 
is poisoning the development of proper boy-and-girl relationship, should be dis- 
pensed with for good. In its stead there should be instilled a new spirit of en- 
lightenment, of fellowship and comradeship, of loyalty and mutual help. Only 
thus can there be a healthy atmosphere for the proper development of moral 
character. Only thus can the benefits of coeducation be reaped to the fullest.

A PLEA FOR KOREAN LIBERTY

Korea is a peninsular projecting from the south-eastern part of the Asiatic 
Continent. Its contiguity with Manchuria on the north and the Soviet Union on 
the north-east, plus its close proximity to Japan on the east and China on the 
west, gives this country a place of unusual strategic importance. In the past it 
has played a central and uthappy part in the conflict between Japan and Russia. 
In 1905, Japan, having successfully disposed of her Russian. rival, and with com- 
plete disregard of her previous treaty pledges, made Korea a Japanese protector- 
ate. A series of Korean rebellions resulted, but Japan crushed them one by one, 
and in 1910, Japan formally annexed Kerea. 


For decades, the Japanese ruled Korea with an iron-hand, only termina- 
ting at the entry of the Russian and American troops after the unconditiona® 
surrender of Japan to the Korean people. This marked the end of nearly forty 
years of bondage and the dawn of political freedom and __ self-determination. 
From the American point of view, this piece of land, if brought under their 
control, will supplement their position in Japan. And to the Soviet Union, the 
control of Korea means the strengthening of their position in Manchuria. By 
virtue of the Postdam decision, Russian tioops were assigned to occupy northern 
Korea, and the Americans the southern part. It behooves us to make a generai 
survey of the two occupied zones in Korea. 


In the American zone of occupation, namely the southern part, the emphasis 
has been primarily on the maintenance of ‘law and order” and “efficient admin- 
istration.” Nearly all of the Korean political leaders and government officials in 
this region were educated in America. They co-operated whole heartedly with 
the Americans in the execution of the duties of occupation. Southern Korea is 
the agricultural part of the country. It is the breadbasket. Among its few in- 
dustrial establishments are a number of coal mines, textile mills, fisheries, and 
two airplane assembly plants. If American experts will help in the develop- 
ment of these industries as well as agriculture, the southern part of Korea will 
become economically prosperous. The American soldiers here are well equipped 
but not all are experienced in warfare. The Korean policemen of about 30,000 
are well trained and are qualified to co-operate with the American soldiers in the 
maintenance of “law and order” as well as in the defence against foreign aggres- 
sion. 

In the Soviet zone of occupation, namely the northern part, the primary 
aim has apparently been to convince the Korean people that they are actually 
free. Nearly 2,000,000 acres of land have been allotted to the poor. A forty- 
eight hour week in the factories has been put into practice. Northern Korea is 
the industrial part of the country. But mind you, all the industries were built 
by Koreans themselves in spite of the Japanese oppression. Now, these indus- 
tries are going to be further modernized by the Russians. The Russian soldiers, 
possessed by a high morale, are strong and stout, though they are comparatively 
poorly equipped. Nevertheless, a Korean army of nearly 200,000 has been organ- 
ized. This corps of armed men is much ’ Roa than the police force in the Amer- 
ican zone of occupation. 


Ladies and gentlemen, judging ‘from_ the news dispatches from Moscow in 
the past few days, a new crisis in Korea is in the making and it seems that a 
split is inevitable and the civil war between north and south Korea will take 
place. It is a key question whether or not the two parts of the peninsular can 
compromise with each) er and unite) for national self-determination before 
May 9—-the date Payt general election. 


In conclusion, Korea is the acid test of the ability of the Major Allied 
Powers to agree on a joint policy toward the liberated nations in the Far East. 
If the Major Allies can prove, in Korea, their ability to aid a colonial country in 
gaining her independence and economic prosperity, that success may well estab- 
lish a pattern for the future development of other colonial areas. Only on the 
firm foundation of the word of God can mankind hope to build a civilization 
based on justice and good will. “Other foundations can no man lay except that, 
which has been laid in the Gospcl of Jesus Christ.” Other things have crumbled 
and have been dissolved and destroyed in the crucible of war; but the word of 
the Lord endureth forever. “Now the Lord is that spirit, and where the spirit 
of the Lord is, there is liberty”.

OUR UNIVERSITY CHURCH 


During the scholastic year of 
1947-48, the University Baptist 
church has grown both in size 
and statue and in_ spirit. 
Many improvements and much 
strengthening of the organiza- 
tions have been achieved 
through the hearty cooperation 
of the church workers and 
constructive criticism of the 
members. Under the guidance 
of Rev. C. K. Djang, honorary 
pastor of the church, together 
with the seven newly ordained 
deacons, the activities and 
evangelical achievements havo 
been worthy of commendation. 


With 291 Christians out of the total number of students of 985 and 97 
Christians among the 255 faculty and staff members, the Church has been keenly 
aware of its weighty responsibility and has been striving with every opportunity to 
render service to the University community during the past year. The church has 
received 90 new members, baptized and admitted to the full fellowship. 


Religious emphasis meetings were héld.as scheduled for the two semesters. 
In the fall, Rev. S. S. Chu was thé main’ speaker for the special evangelistic 
week. The spring religious focus week was held from May 10-14 with Rev. An- 
drew Gee, the famous world evangelist, as the main speaker. In the evenings, 
two seminars were held for free discussions of religious problems of “Peace and 
Christianity” and “Science and ‘Religion.”’ These meetings were fruitful. 


The University Church Students center under the Auditorium has served 
its purpose as the link between all the Christians on the campus. Its reading room 
has been enriched by gifts of Christian iiterature from Baptist friends. in America 
and China. Together with its prayer room, it is notably a spiritual fountain for 
the students, 


The most outstanding achievement, however, rests on the shoulders of the 
students. The Church has under its auspices three types of student groups; name- 
ly, the Sunday School. and Bible classes, the Christian Training unions, and the 
Student Volunteer band. 


There are altogether 14 Bible classes, most of which are sponsored by the 
faculty members of the University. They are organized mainly for non-Christian 
students, and they meet usually once a week on week days. Their total enroll- 
ment last year was about 325. Sunday School classes are conducted for faculty 
children and village children in the vicinity with a total enrollment of 120. 


Christian Training unions are organized for the training of Christian stu- 
dents in the service of Christ and His Kingdom. The church has six senior unions 
with a total membership of 137 in which over 50% are Baptists, 


The Student Volunteer band consists of Christians who have dedicated their 
life to the Lord’s work or who have their future career consecrated to the service 
of the Lord. The group’s work centers in assisting the programs and activities of 
the church, in sponsoring song services, prayer meetings, special occasion, social 
services, and in leading meetings as a volunteer band. The membership of the 
Band is 30 and 64% are from the Baptist denomination. 


Besides these activities sponsored by the church, there is the group of stu- 
dent volunteers who work under the guidance of Miss Kathry Bigham at the 
Yangtzepoo social center Sunday school and junior church. These services are 
specially prepared for the great number of under-privileged children in the 
industrial district. The average attendance is 150. The Downtown Evergreen Bible 
class conducted by Miss Inabelle Coleman is the sponsor of the Downtown Sunday 
school for the children in the vicinity of the True Light building. The teach- 
ers are also student volunteer workers of the University. 


During this summer, Daily Vacational Bible schools have been sponsored 
by the different groups with great success. The Social center Sunday school staff 
conducted a two-week session Bible school to build up a steadier attendance on 
Sundays. The Downtown D.V.B.S., under the guidance of Miss Inabelle Coleman, 
completed a one-month schedule. On the campus, the yearly D.V.B.S. absorbed 
the children of the faculty members and the villagers. An evening D.V.B.S. was 
opened for the workmen of the two new buildings and also for the janitors of 
the University, 


Through the leading of God's spirit and the consecrated spirit and devout- 
ness of the church members the church reports a good year.

Mrs. Helen Lin, the Prexy’s mother, 
was born in Hawaii and came to China 
after the marriage. She has always been 
a devoted Christian and one of the 
founders of the Shanghai Y. W. C. A. 
Her golden voice enabled her to be re- 
cognized as the first Chinese soprano 
soloist in Shanghai. 


From such capable, well-educated, 
and versatile parents, our President re- 
ceived excellent training in his early child- 

, hood, |Then, when Miss Yang Ai-fong 
came into his life, his life was further 
strengthened and bloomed fully. Mrs. 
Lin Yang Ai-fong is a third generation 

Christian of a Christian family and the second daughter of the seven children. 

She went early to St. Mary’s middle school and was a good student; always she 

was the first or second in her class, and received the scholarship medal in her 
senior year. Being the best all round student of the school, she was also active in 
extra-curricular activities and was elected president of many clubs. After gra- 
duation and after one year in the University of Shanghai, Mrs. Lin went to Mount 

Holyoke college, Mass., U. S. A., from which she had received a three year full 

scholarship. Returning to China, she taught at Mactyeire High School. In 1931 

she married President Henry H. Lin and is now the mother of five children. 


The history of the friendship between President and Mrs. Lin goes back 
to the days when they were fellow students in primary school. At that time they 
were neighbors. Yet, under the extraordinarily conservative old Chinese tradi- 
tion, these two, though quite attracted by each other, dared not play together or 
even be seen speaking together. It is said that sometimes when Miss Yang Ai- 
fong met President Lin on her way to school, she would slow down her steps in 
order not to be found entering school together. A few years after that, they met 
again in the University of Shanghai... But this relationship did not last long, for 
only one year afterwards, Mrs. Lin entered Mount Holyoke College in the States. 
Accepting her rare opportunity, she went away in spite of the sweet sorrow of 
bidding farewell to Henry Lin. On Valentine Day, 1931, they were married in 
China,
